of  dull th  Urban, Builth  Rural  and  LI anwrtyd  Wells  Urban. 

Ill  Ik  S amp  1 i ng . 

During  tho  year  nilk  sampling  was  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  tho  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme, A 
District  Laboratory  was  set  up  in  Builth  Wells  and  samples  of  all 
producer  retailor  nilk  wore  taken  regularly  throughout  tho  yoar  by 
tho  Sanitary  Inspector. All  wholesale  nilk  Is  tostocl  as  a routine 
at  tho  various  nilk  depots  and  croanorios. 

Under  this  scheme  nilk  Is  graded  into  throe  categories , i.o. , 

Category  A Milk  of  good  keeping  quality. 

Category  B. ...... .Milk  of  doubtful  keeping  quality. 

Category  D. Hi  Ik  of  bad  keeping  quality  which  is 

returnable  to  the  vendor. 


On  tho  receipt  of  samples  of  Category  C nilk  advisory  visits  are 
paid  to  the  particular  farn  by  an  officer  of  the  War  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  and  if  no  improvement  occurrs  as  a result  of 
those  visits  tho  producer  is  referred  to  the  Local  Authority  for 
any  action  that  is  doomed  necessary.

Water  Supplies , 

The  water  supply-  to  the  town  is  surface  water 
taken  from  a mountain  stream. This  is  piped  into  a reservoir  and 
treated  by  sand  filtration. 

Ho  complaints  wore  received  during  tho  year  in 
connection  with  the  quality  of  tho  water  but  there  was  a shortage 
of  supply  to  some  of  tho  houses  in  the  higher  elevation. 

No  bacteriological  examination  or  chemical 
examination  was  made  during  the  year  and  no  adverse  report  has 
over  boon  received  regarding  itls  action  on  lead. 

The  supply  is  a constant  one  and  all  tho  houses 
have  a tapped  supply.
